"Within a few days Benjamin F. 


Landle, said to be the leader and the 
brains of the noted Landis-Wade gang, 
will to* occupying a cell In the county 
Jail. Yesterday Prosecuting Attorney 
W. G. Uk-ry made a motion to have 
him brought from tne penitentiary to 
this county for trial. It was granted 
by Judge Morris. A warrant will be 
issued on the governor and as soon as 
he grants it the sheriff will bring the 
prisoner to the county jail. He is in 
the pen on a horse-stealing sentence, 
but under the 
law can be brought 


here for trial on the indictment charg- 
ing him with complicity in the Sul- 
livan murder. 


While ostensibly he is to be brought 


here for trial he is. really to be used 
as a witness in the case against Ben 
Wade, although this sort of a proceed- 
ing has never been known before.
